After an interwiew in which there 
were moments when violence seem 
imminent, Walsh, it is charged, wrote 
out a statement of his conduct, signed 
it and turned it over to Golland, who 
immediately packed his clothes and 
left home. 

Denies Making Statement. 

Walsh last night denied that he ever 


had made such a statement or that 


he ever had been intimate with Mrs. 
Golland. His attorney, W: A. Jen- 
nings, termed the suit “ just another

“Born on June 23, 1994, the Prince 
of Wales is 28 years of age and the 
bride elect is of an age ideally suited 
to the union. A happy feature of the 
engagement is that the girl of the 
prince’s choice is one of the closest 
friends of his sister, Princess Mary.”

This in the inscription on 
memorial bowlder placed on the campus 
of Northwestern university to commemo- 
rate the life of David Hanson, M. D.

Here was a man of good physical de- 
velopment, sound in wind, and with en- 
durance, though his muscles were not 
strong enough, nor was his codrdination 
g00d enough, to land him in the “A” 
group as.an athlete. There was no hope 
of reward or outstanding ho#ers or ac- 
claim. Then why did he keep on playing? 

First, let us say that he was not feeblie- 
minded. That he got his degree in the 
arts and then in medicine proves that he 
did not just play on because he did not 
have good sense. 

He had spirit, else he would not have 
seryed in two wars, and, above all, he 
would not have given up his life to save, 
maybe a comrade, maybe a man he did 
not know. 

Here, then, was a man of good physical 
development, with a fair mentality and 
with plenty of spirit, who played four 
years on the scrubs, One thing is cer- 
tain: he did not have an inferior com- 
plex. He was not in the first flight; he 
knew it. Others were; he knew that, 
too. He got no applause; others did. If 
he had had an inferior complex he would 
have refused to play; would have turned 
against football; would have derided 
those who succeeded at it. He had ne 
He did not violate

and his conduct show him to have been 
just an ordinary, everyday, wholesome 
sort of a fellow.

BOOST IN SWEET CLOVER 

ACREAGE HELPS BEEMEN. 
EEMEN ‘see a chance of greatly 
increasing the honey producing 
industfy in the middle west, as 
farmers have added hundreds of 
acres of sweet clover to their pasture 
crop acreage. They feel safe in bufld- 
ing up apiaries so far as the food sup- 
ply is concerned because sweet clover 
has likely come to stay. Farmers have 
found it a good efrly spring pasture 
erop for cattle because they are able 
to turn in on it early in the season. 
Like other clovers and grasses, sweet 
clover is seeded with small! grains. Five 
or six pounds of seed to the acre can 


be saved by scarifying the seed—run |, 


them through a scarifying machine to 
scratch the seed coats. If the seed are 
not scarified, .eighteen to twenty 
pounds should be seeded to the acre. 


Sweet clover, while a biennial (two. 


year plant), will furnish nectar for bees 
and pasture for cattle three or four 
years in succession if unscarified seed 


is used, for only a part of the plants! 


grow the first season; the others come 
up the second season, and furnish feed 
the third year. Sweet clover seed is 
cheaper than any. of the other clovers.

GRAND OPERA 7 
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BY JANE EDDINGTON, 
Boston Brown Bread. 


Brown breads are the easiest of 
breads to make and if baked instead 
of steamed the care required is small. 
Bake in a moderate oven about an 
hour and a quarter, or according to 
size. 

Theiwell known and ancient recipe 
for true Boston brown bread is: 
One cup corn meal, one cup rye flour, 


Sift the corn meal and rye flour to- 
gether. Beat the sour milk and mo. 
lasses together thoroughly with an egg 
beater and add the graham flour to it 
first, or mix that flour thoroughly with 
the other flours. The soda may be dis- 
solved and stirred thoroughly in the 
cup in which the molasses and sour 
milk have been measured, a little 
being held back for that purpose. It 
must then be mixed into the batter 
with extreme thoroughness. 

If the batter should chance to be 
rather thick, exceptional pains must be 
taken, and when the work is all done 
with dispatch perhaps it is best to sift 
the soda with the rye and corn meal. 
Should the batter, be stiff and the mo- 
lasses light of shade, you will get an 
undesirable marbled effect if the soda 
is not thoroughly mixed in after being 
well dissolved. Dark molasses gives a 
brown bread much superior to the 
light. Bake bread in covered mold and 
allow to stand five minutes before try- 
ing to remove it.
